someone 85 orderly in his thoughts 
and habits 85 Shlomo Gazit, that his 
career did not follow a course 
carefully mapped out by himself, 
bul was moulded for him by others. 
Listening to the man who was, until 
late 1979, the head of Israel's 
Military Intelligence, one watches 
him ticking off the points in his 
mind — and often on his fingers, too 
_— as he recounts his story. The 
words have been weighed and the 
sentences edited.

Everything is very neat and lidy in 
his modest office situated in the old 
part of Ben-Gurion University. 
Gazit, who will soon be earning his 
master’s degree in history [rom Tel 
Aviv University, is now president of 
Ben-Gurion, and seems to enjoy the

Mall around him, though, lic tell- 
tale remnants of his past. There are 
pluques from military units, a watch 
adorned with military symbols, 8 
picture of the late President Sudat's 
phine being. escorted buck to Egypt 
from Israel hy four Kfir jets, the 
wooden butt of an Uzi. But they 
hardly begin to tell the story of 
Shlomo Guzit. It is, most probably, 
astory that will never be told. 

We were meeting becuuse we 
both wanted to do something about 
making itn annual occasion, the 
combined Intelligence services 
memorial day held for the first time 
earlier this week. Every other 
branch of the army, almost every 
brigade, has its memorials, but until 
this year the Intelligence Corps was 
without one, despite its long list of 
casualties, 

The problem wus one of secrecy, 
and remains so, for even a record of 
death may disclose secrets that must 
still be hidden from public 
knowledge. But afler almost 35 
years it was felt that something must 
be done to honour the memory of a 
class of Israeli servicemen, each of 
whom was, in a very special sense, 
an “unknown soldier.” There was 
pressure from the bercaved parents 
for something to be done in memory 
of those who fell. And they want 
others lo remember too. 


“GAZIT secalls that his own first 


contact with the world of Intel- 
ligence was quite accidental. In 
facl, remaining in the army at all 
was quite accidental. Born in 
Turkey in 1926 and brought to 
Israel at the age of six, he had been 
in the Palmah during the War of 
Independence. When, after the war, 
the Palmah was being disbanded, 
Gazit decided to leave the forces. 
He did not relish the thought of 
moving from the Harel Brigade, 
with its special camaraderie, to the 
wnattractive and certainly unroman- 
tic Carmel Brigade. But six months 
before he was due to be demobbed, 
he was transferred to the staff of the 
IDF journal, Afaarachot. The hand 
that facilitated the move belonged, 
Gazit recalls, to the late David 


-Carmon — a man destined to in-

When Moshe Dayan replaced 
Makleff, he redesignated Gazit 
chief of operations and on becom- 
ing chicl-of-stalf he took Gazit with 
him. This was the beginning of ἃ 
close relationship between the two 
men which was to span almost three 
decades. 

In 1955, now a major, Gazit was 
sent for a year’s study at the French 
staff college and had hardly settled 
into his new job as an instructor al 
Israel's staff college when he was 
called in to help coordinate all 
Israel's planning with the French 
for the impending Sinai campaign. 

Gazit recalls the experience fond- 
ly, for it was his first encounter with 
the world of shadows. He needed a 
cover story lo legitimize his 
presence in Paris, since planning 
was, of course, top secret. The wile 
of the military attaché in- Paris, 
Emanuel Nishri, had just died and 
Gazil was ostensibly sent to replace 
him for the period of mourning. 


YT WAS DURING this time that he 
was entrusted with the state’s 
deepest secrets, and he chuckles 
when he remembers how, in- 
discreetly, he told his wife about the 
Sinai campaign. She had asked him 
about his work and, of course, he 
had never disclosed anything. But 
when he heard that the campaign 
was off, he felt there could be no 
harm in telling her that it had been 
planned. What he did not yel know 
was that the decision to cancel the 
joint operation against Egypt's 
President Nasser had been reversed. 

“[t was a moment of weakness," 
Gazit says —- one which, one feels, 
was not often repeated. He relaxes 
behind his desk as he continues the 
story of his life. After the Sinai cam- 
paign, he served as linison with the 
French Army. 

He became an instructor 
at the stalf cojlege and was 
named head of the strutegic plan- 
ning unit of the IDF. There was ἃ 
period a8 deputy commander of the 
Golani Brigade in 1961-1962, and he 


research and estimates department 
al military Intelligence, which was 
headed at the time by Aharon 
Yariv. The four years he spent in 
that post were heady ones, crowned 
by the success of the Six Day War. 

Dayan, now defence minister, 
ended Gazil’s Intelligence career by 
appointing him to the thankless and 
complicated task of coordinator of 
activities in the administered ter- 
ritories captured in the Six Day 
War. For almost seven years, Gazit 
had the unenviable task of 
implementing the ground rules for 
Israel's first protracted relationship 
with a conquered people of un- 
determined status, Dayan set the 
rules and Gazit enforced them — 
rules for a game with an unclear 
goal. lt was a problematic task at 
many levels: there were the security 
and the political aspects, in- 
tertwined with social and economic 
problems. 


GAZIT DID the job as efficiently as 
he could, given the limitations, but 
he admits that he was smitten by the 
intelligence bug and wanted lo get 
back lo it. Then came the Yom Kip- 
pur War and the accompanying dis- 
grace. Eli Zeira, the head of 
Military Intelligence, was forced to 
resign after the publication of the 
Agranat Commission's report and 
Gazit was the obvious candidate for 
the job. He was the only senior of- 
ficer in the [DF with an intelligence 
background who was not tainted by 
the failures of Yom Kippur. 

‘The appointment did not come as 
a surprise to Gazit. Shortly before 
the Agranal Commission's findings 
were made public, Dayan had asked 
him to become head of a new office 
which would combine the functions 
of the IDF and the Defence 
Ministry spokesmen. He refused 
because he estimated correctly that 
Zeira would have to be fired no 
matter what the commission's 
findings, and that he would get the 
job he τον wanted. 

But it was not cusy. The intel- 


was common in those days to tuck 
one’s badge under onc’s shoulder το 
prevent being identified with the 
corps. 

He inherited an arm made up of 
excellent people and with excellent 
capabilities, but with the lowest 
morale in the army. This was due 
not only to the shame of failure, but 
to the tense relutions between peo- 
ple who had given evidence ugainst 
cach other before the commission. 


THE DEFENCE minister and the 
chief-of-stalf gave him full backing 
and the revolution started. The 
Foreign Ministry and the Mossad. 
were both given independent 
research departments after the war, 
but the government decreed that 
Mililary Intelligence, despile 
everything, was to be the only body 
lo interpret incoming information 
and analysis. This clear vote of con- 
fidence helped, as dida redefinition 
of what the Intelligence community 
was about. 

Gazit reintroduced into its 
vocabulary two words which were 
regarded as “dirty” afler the Yom 
Kippur fiasco: concepl and 
probability. Around them he bulla 
wall of checks and balances that 
gave them rheaning and credibility. 

He clasps his left-hand little 
finger in his right hand and ticks off 
the steps he took to make it all work 
again. There was a new pluralism in 
the system which would make it 
much more difficult lo make a mis- 
take. This was to manifest itself in o 
bond between military Intelligence 
at the General Staff, and the Intel- 
ligence units attached to the various 
commands. Instead of estimates be- 
ing made in the ivory tower of the 
General Staff, they would now be 
hammered out together with people 
from the field to ensure that dry fact 
matched reality. 

There were serious arguments 
between the “academics” of the 
General Staff and the soldiers of the 
communds, especially over certain 
aspects of the early Christian

The investment in thought and 
money was huge, but the change did 
niuch to boost both the IDF's 
capabilities and the morale of the 
force as it moved into fighting units. 

Gazit then set up a Devil's Ad- 
vueaie unit (this is its real name) 
which was charged wilh presenting 
counter-irguments to the consensus 
view of particular information at 
Intelligence headquarters. These 
sessions, he remembers, were lense 
and sometimes ugly. The fourth step 
wis one which Gazit feels never 
worked as well as it could and 
should have: interaction with the 
acudeinic community. He wanted 
another devil's advocate, but for 
some reason still unclear, the cx- 
periement was unsutisiuetory until 
the time that Guzit handed over to 
Yehoshua Saguy- 


THERE CAN BE no doubt that 
Ciazit loved his work, We could nat 
but ask the most cliché question of 
all: What was the highlight of your 
career — Entebbe? No, it wis not 
and he can't tell us what was. If itis 
ever published, he says, it will be 
recognized as one of the greatest uc- 
tions ever underteken by Israeli 
Intelligence. 

“{ tcomember standing next to 
Shimon Peres, who was then 
defence minister, while the action 
was taking place and 1 said, ‘If only 
the nation vould know of this..." 

But if may never do so, and none 
of us will ever really know very 
much about Shlomo Guazit. The 
names on the memorial still to be 
built will not mean much to many of 
us, either, and Gazit is proud of the 
fact. 

“Tf there are (wo things 1 can say 1 
am proud of,” he says. “One is the 
type of person I have had the 
privilege to work with in Intel- 
ligence, and the other is the com- 
plete harmony between the Intel- 
ligence Corps, the Mossad and the 
Shin Bet.” 

In most countries, Gazit claims. 
the various Intelligence organiza- 
tions spend almost as much time αἱ 
each other's throats as dealing with 
the enemy. Not here, he says. One 
does not suspect him of being either 
sanclimorious or platitudinous 
when he speaks with pride about the 
men and women he has served with. 

“There was a young man called 
‘Avraham’ who was killed in action," he 
recalls. “I had to visit his parents 
and knew that they would never 
really know what their son did or 
how he died.” ‘Avraham's' mother told 
him that her son had told her 
nothing about his work. Once when 
she asked if he needed a sweater to 
keep him warm at his base, ‘Avraham’ 
accused her of trying to find out if 
he was stationed in the north or the 
south. His father was never allowed 
to drop ‘Avraham’ ut his base, only 
at a crossroad nearby. 

Gazit looks incongruous sitting in 
the president's chair at Ben-Gurion 
University. One has the (celing that, 
despite the importance of the pusi- 
tion and the need for people like 
him to he involved in the education 
of Israel's youth, he is wasted there. 
But who knows? Maybe a hand will 
be extended somewhere lo divert 
Gazit's course once again, either 
into the limelight or back into the 
shudows where, apparently, he feels 
most comfortable, [5] 
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THERE ARE. streets ἴθ certain 
cilies in the U5, — especially in the 
South, the Midwest und the West — 
with a church on every other cor- 
ner. One cily in the South boasts 
that it has more churches than gas 
stilivns. These churches bear in- 
dividual names, often related to this 
part of the world — Zion Church, 
Calvary Chapel, Fellowship of the 
Living Gud, etc. This is the world of 
Evangelical Christians, who have 
come into particular prominence in 
recent years. President Carler came 
from their ranks while President 
Reagan's election owed much to 
their support (although there are 
observers who feed that the extent of 
their political impact has been exag- 
perdled). 

Who ure these Evangelical 
* Christ ? The term “evangelical” 
come from the Greek 
cvangelien, meaning “gospel or 
“good news.” The implication is 
Unat Uhey seck to spread the goud 
mews fount inthe Bible, more par- 
licukirly inthe New Pestament. The 
lite, death und resurreetian of Jesus 
are the prisin through whieh 
everything in the world is viewed, 

Ihey are sharply divided from the 
“mainline Frotestiints — not to 
mention (he Catholies — and are 
distinguished by three main 
theological considerations, The first 
ol these is the centrality of the 
Bible: everything is viewed through 
the lens of Seripture, the word af 
Gud. Secondly, the stress on the 
person of Jesus who is sven is a per- 
sonit] friend — at the other end of a 
direct line. And thirdly, the ex- 
perience of being “born again; this 
means that no one is born an 
Evangelical but sometime in his life 
— perhaps even in childhood — he 
must make a conscious decision and 
opt “for Jesus" and be received into 
an Evangelical church, 

In the past, such Christians were 
often called “Fundamentalists,” 
meuning thal they had returned to 
the fundamentals of the Church. 
Today the term “fundamentalist” 
is generally reserved for the highly 
conservative, right-wing anti- 
intellectual Evangelicals. 


TO THE outsider, it is a most 
bewildering world, Its diversity is in- 
credible and there arises a babel of 
voices which often appear con- 
inidictory. One expert | met had 
worked out a typology of 
Evangelicals and was proud that he 
had succeeded in reducing them to 
only 2) calegories — each a world 
in tself. A recent Gallup poll, [ol- 
lowed by a report on the subject by 
Rabbi Yechiel Eckstein of the Anti- 
Defumution League, divides them 
more simply into left, centre and 
right. 

The poll found 20 per cent as 
secing themselves on the 
Evangelical left, more concerned 
than the others with moral and 
social issucs and problems of world 
Peace und justice: JI per cent saw 
themselves as belonging to the 
centec: and 37 per cent to the right, 
whose main theojogical difference 
from the others is in their insistence. 
on the “inerrancy” of the Bible. 

This stress on the infultibility of 
the literal Bible text is parallel to 
the belief of Orthodox Jews, and in- 
deed the debate over “inerrancy" 
rings familiarly in Jewish ears. 
While Cvingelical centrists (such as 
Billy Graham) have long been 
Prominent on the political scene, 
Lhe potitical support of rightists on 
behalf of ultra-conservative causes 
und politicians is a comparatively 

recent phenomenon, With their 
list uf cundidates, they came to the 
fore in the 1980 elections. . 

The best-known group (bul it is 
only one of many groups) among 
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Sir 


the rightists is the Moral Majority, 
headed by Rev. Jerry Falwell of 


Virginin, host of the Old 
Time Gospel Hour TV show, \ts 
membership is under a million but it 
is well organized, und Falwell would 
like to inherit the mantle of Billy 
Graham as the feading Evangelical 
preacher, He does not like to be 
labelled “extreme right” and has 
suid “they call us extreme right 
becuuse we speak out against ex- 
(reme wrong.” 


THE NUMBER of Evangelical sub- 
groups runs into many hundreds. 
The largest is the Southern Baptists 
but others are single churches. One 
Pistor explained to me that his 
church had no uaffitiations and was 
completely independent. Once he 
had a licence from the State, and 
had the appreval of the income tax 
authorities, he could go ahead with 
his church, kindergarten; day 
school, etc. 

The number of Evangelicals in the 
U.S. can only be guesssd, | heard 
rigures ranging from 30 to 60 million 
(of whom perhaps [3 million are 
black). Their main strength is in the 
South, but increasingly they are 
entering the muinstream of society 
elsewhere, Their entrance into the 
mainstream of American pluralism 
hus been compared with that of the 
Catholics to first-class citizenship 
with the election of President Ken- 
nedy. 

They justifiubly boast that their 
numbers are more meaningful than 
those of the mainline churches 
hecuuse theic members are, regular 
churchgoers, und their services are 
crowded, whereas among the 
mainline churches the proportion of 
regular churchgvers is much lower. 
Indeed there is widespread suspi- 
cion of, even antagonism towards, 
the mainline churches in many

Evangelical circles, “Ecumenism" 
tends to be « dirty word, I was told, 
“We would rather call it fellowship’ ἡ 

— but on examination the limits 
of the fellowship was cooperation 
with other Evangelical groups. 

Theologically, their sights are set 
on the Second Coming of Jesus. To 
bring this nearer, they feel it their 
mission to bring the rest of mankind 
to a belief in Jesus, With this object, 
it hus"been estimated there are 60- 
80,000 Evangelical missionaries in 
various parts of the world, including 
North America. 


AND THIS brings us to their at- 
litudes towards Jews. One wishes 
they would accept the view of 
Professor David Flusser of the 
Hebrew University who told a group 
of visiting Evangelicals: “Why 
should we argue over the issue of 
ihe Messiah? You believe in his 
voming; I believe in his coming. Let 
us both pray and work for this com- 
ing. Then when he does arrive, you 
must just allow me to ask him *Ex- 
cuse me, sir — is this your first visit 
to Jerusalem?" δ 

For the Evangelicals, salvation is 
only through Jesus, so that | was 
hardly surprised, after a lecture, to 
he asked hy a theology student 
“How dv we oring the Jews to 
desus?” Similarly one pastor was 
reported tu me as saying “If the 
Jews don't have Jesus, how can we 
even tulk to them?" The more 
liberal and sophisticated 
Evangelicals have found their own 
answer, One clergyman put it this 
way: “The Jews are God's chosen 
people and it remains a mystery 
how they will eventually accept 
Jesus. They will enjoy a national 
salvation- in God's own way in the 
messianic age ~ and meanwhile, 
they should be left to fulfil their own 
destiny." 


There is indeed an Americun 
Bourd of Mission to the Jews but 
the tendency in general is to lower 
the profile of missionary work 
towards the Jews. The centrist at- 
litude was delineated recently in its 
most respected mouthpiece, 
Christianity Today, which wrote that 
while Jews must expect Evangelists 
to seek adherents to the Christian 
faith, there is a commitment to 
religious freedom. This also means 
that every religious group has the 
right to practise and propagate its 
own faith, und to allow other groups 
the right to seek converts, providing 
no unworthy pressures are 
employed, 

Offici«ly, the Evangelicals have 
taken slands ugainst anti-Semitism. 
In 1972, the Southern Baptists pas- 
sed a resolution to fight unti- 
Semitism as ‘Jews, along with all 
other persons, are equally beloved 
of God." Christianity Today 
published an editorial condemning 
sati-Semitism, und admitted that 
there are manifestations of it among, 
Evungelieals. As the Evangelicul 
world is so vast und varied, it is in- 
evitable that if contains all attitudes 
regarding the Jews, down to rabid 
anti-Semitism. | do not know who 
coined the Neo-Nazi bumper 
sticker, “Gns a Jew for Jesus,” 
which uppeared on the West Coast, 
hut 1 did see an Evangelical en- 
dorsement of the Protocols of the 
Elders of Zian, and a viciously anti- 
Semitic letter (“Menachem Begin is 
a Turco-Mongolian Khazar whose 
ancestors never saw the Promised 
Land") from a Southern pastor, and 
was glad to note his complaint that 
hecause of his extremist views he 
was being ostracized by other 
pastors in the urea, 

Dialogues have been held 
between Evangelicals and Jews (one 
wus published under the title 
“Evangeliculs and Jews in Conver- 
sttion"), And Jerry Falwell has 
made statements such us "God has 
blessed America because we have 
blessed the Jews,” and “God has 
ruised up Amcrica in these last days 
for the cause of world evangeliza- 
tion and for the protection of his 
people, tlie Jews," Nevertheless, the 
bulk of the American Jewish com- 
munity remains suspicious of the 
Evangelicals. As one leader said to 
me, “tam uncomfortable sitting 
down with people who basically are 
calling into question the authen- 
ticily of my Judaism." 

The establishment of the Jewish 
State οἵ Israel fitted in perfectly 
with evangelical theology, “If God 
has fulfilled his promise to Israel, 
then I feel he will keep his promise 
to me“ was how one clergyman put 
it to me, indeed, | was told that the 
surge in evangelicanism in the past 
30 years can be partly attributed to 
the State of Israel, which provided a 
tangible proof of the evangelical es- 
chatology. They therefore stand 
Foursquare behind the State of 
Israel and its continuing existence. 


MY VISIT to the West Coast was 
organized by a group called “Tav- 
Evungelical Ministries" (Tay was 
chosen by them as the last letter of 
the Hebrew alphabet, cor- 
responding to the Greek omega and 
hinting at the end of the world). 
This is a small ginger group, with 
cumilications inside many 
evangelical churches, which Is 
largely involved in pro-Israel ac- 
tivities, At the moment, it is 
engaged in he “Battle of Seattle.” 
Five representutive Protestant 
bed aiid from Seattle, belonging 
to the mainline churches, accepted 
an invitation from ἃ PLO-front 
organization to visit Lebanon, 
where they met Arafat and other 
PLO leaders, and were. accom- 
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panied by a TV team, When I was in 
Portland, Oregon, I could view 
every night for eight nights reports 
from the Middle East carried 
throughout the north-west U.S.,asq 
special item in the evening hews, on 
such subjects as water in the Wes 
Hank, the refugee camps, the exit of 
Christians from Jerusalem and Bir 
Zeil. Tav hus been active in counter- 
ing this development by placing 
protest advertisements in the 
papers, demanding right of Teply 
over TY, culling press conferences, 
challenging the Seattle clergymen 
toa public debate etc. It providesa 
vivid example of Christian polariza- 
lion vis-a-vis Israel, with the 
Churches involved in their own 
Middle East war. The main-line 
liberal Church leadership (although 
not necessarily the ordinary 
churchguer} have become very 
hostile to Israel while the 
Evungeliea) churches remain sup- 
portive, A Los Angeles journalist 
commented recently that Israel is 
becoming an increasingly divisive 
issue among Christians in the US. 

Even on Israel, Evangelicals do 
not speak with one voice, The left 
wing, Concerned about Putestinian 
Arab rights, is hostile to Israel 
policies, Some of the blacks identify 
with the Third World and become 
anti-Israel. Those in the centre are 
inclined to support Israel, but not 
always uneritically. Israel's 
staunchest friends are to be found 
on the right (which some maintain 
damages Israel's credibility in the 
U.S. as a whole). They actively sup- 
port Isriel through contributions, 
TV exposure, Lourism etc, To some 
groups, Isriel is a major concern. 
There is a church in Denver, 
Colorada, with 7,000 members, 
nearly all of whom have visited 
Israe}. In Tulsa, Oklahoma, there is 
an organization called Goyyim for 
Israel. In some cases, the 
Evangclicals identify personally 
with Israel, seeing themselves in 
some sort of continuity with the 
people of God, 


THE QUESTIONS [ was asked, 
always sympathelically, sometimes 
betrayed a total and nitive belief in 
biblical writ. “When will the Third 
Temple be built?” was a favourite. 
Others wanted confirmation of # 
report that the Ark of the Covenant 
had been found on Mount Nebo.

“PEACE IS the word.” When I 
heard in November that Abie 
Nathan was short of dise jockeys on 
his flouting Voice of Peace rudio 
station, | applied for a job. 

Despite my American accent 
(Abie's pirates for the past 10 years 
almost always speak a solid Brilish 
sterling), und the fact that [ hadn't 
spun records over ΜΠ tirwaves 
since college, 1 soon found myself in 
a wooden dinghy, dipping and heav- 
ing my way from Jaffa port to the 
Peace Ship. Would I find the life ex- 
citing and glamorous? Would it be 
possible to broadcast a message of 
peace to people, and have them 
respond? To play music for love, 
peace, and human understanding 
might just be what I want to do with. 
my life. And would the food be any 
good? 

Here ace some extracts from a 
free-radio-pirate-peacepik's journal 
at sea: 


DAY 1, There are nine other 
“peace sailors” aboard this 42-year- 
old hunk of rust, wax, and transmit- 
ting generators. Our captain's 
almost twice the ship's age. He's 
Dutch, and living in semi- 
retirement in wood-panelled 
quarters below the bridge. “The 
sea, she looks good today,” he grin- 
ned at me over his teacup. The 
Peace Ship is really an inland cargo 
coaster, he told me, built for sailing 
wove canals from Rotterdam to 
‘aris. 

Now we're rotating all day on 
our anchor, six kilometres off Jaffa, 
rocking and rolling with the 
slightest swell. Pirate radio! We're 
iMegally signalling Shalom and 
Salaam to the Middle Easi. The 
coptain says we can reach Europe 
and Asia at night. We're still short 
of a couple of disc jockeys and. a 
cook; tonight the captain served up 
some “Moby Dick" stew: bailed 
potatoes and méat tending toward 
the blubberish. 1 should have 
stocked, up on sunflower seeds. 

The other three disc jockeys are 
British. They take their tea strong, 
and, ‘unfortunntely, their music’ 
weak, which fits the format here. 
Most of the day is pop-full of Chit 
Richard, The Commodores, and 
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Olivia Neutron-Bomb. Each night 
there is a classical music progrum- 
me, I've been given the Twilight 
Time programme, which micans 
Abie’s favourites. Two songs by 
Shirley Bassey an hour. 

“Don't you: know, we're Abie 
Nathan's private jukebox,” one of 
our engineers tells me. Wherever 
Ahic is, in his office, car or bed, he 
can reach us with his Motorola 
shore-to-ship radio. I've been 
warned that he might call in the 
middle of my programme: ‘Hello 
Peace... I want you to stop playing 
that record. I want to hear more 
Edith Piaf...” 

We can talk for seven seconds 
between each song (bul no talking 
al all is allowed on Twilight Tinte). 
We are not allowed to mention 
Isracl, the Middle East or politics, 
and announce the time and weather 
in the morning only. Abie’s been 
upset by disc jockeys who blabbed 
on about peace and love, gave out 
phone numbers in Hilat, or 
described how awlul the potatoes 
were, 

“Peace Through Communi- 
cation” Is painted in huge art- 
ful letters on the wall of the produc- 
tion studio. And underfeath is 
scrawled: “But only if you're Abie.” 


DAY 3. I feel sick. Why didn’t 
someone warn me it would be 
winter out here? Last night clouds 
began surrounding us like a herd of 
bulfalo upon the plain's only tepee. 
T went and helped batten down the 
hatches in preparation for the storm. 

Records are sliding off their 
shelves, and coffee mugs are slam- 
ming into the turntables. 1 was up all 
night in my freezing little cabin 
{nicknamed “The Swamp” because 
the air vent constantly drips and 
blows), tossed like a baby on the 
bough — I’m starting to miss Israel. 


DAY 4. Abie sent word that he’s 
shutting down the station unless the 
govern meat lets him broadcast from 
shore. :

Two 
have euten only soup this week. One 
seaman hasn't been off the ship in 
four months. He is starting to pace 
nightly below the deck, muttering to 
himself: “Hello Peace, hello 
Peace." 

After we applauded for 
Abie, the captain told me again how 
he was on the first ship ever to sail 
up the St. Lawrence Seaway to the 
Great Lakes. 


DAY 6. I'm playing soft rock on the 
aflernoon Siesta programme, and 
Picking up Hebrew from the Bank 
Discount commercials. I'm wonder- 
ing who is listening and whal would 
they like to hear? [ imagine they are 
kibbutzniks in the fields, but 
probably most are in an office, or 
driving, or working in a plastics fac- 
tory. Afler the show I go up to the 
main deck, and catch the green 
flash at sunset as our ship bobs bye- 


_ byes to a passing trawler. 


Doug Wood slips into the worn 
and ‘smelly and sliding studio chair 
(once nailed to the floor for starms). 
His last job was in Canterbury, 
which he found more exciting 
because he could at least report 
traffic conditions. He likes to be 
called “Dougell," but 1 introduce 
him a3 “Mr, Mishkefayim™ because 
he wears lenses as thick as 
portholes. He’s an awful nice chap, 
tall and gangly, and wonders where 
to meet women when he takes his 
week shore-leave, (We're allowed 
one week for each five we're out 
here), 


DAY 10. Abie spoke on the air to- 
day about his fund to heat the 
homes of old people in Jerusalem. 
We thought he would blast Begin 
for annexing the Golan. Buck says 
Abie wants to sail us up to Syria and 
broadcast peace messages so they 
won't attack Israel. 

The sea's been Loo jumpy to geta 
supply dinghy out to us since | ar- 
rived, We're all out of tea, fruit, and 
pita. This has severely limited our 
nightly ritual of sitting in the galley, 
repegtedly popping pita out of the 
toaster and watching the butter

melt, The captain has quit cooking, 
and announced that if we don't 
keep the galley clean, “there will be 
no more eating on this ship." Thank 
God, no more hard-boiled potatoes! 
Johann, our Swedish mechanic, 
whipped up some curry chicken 
tonight and it was like we'd rowed 
into town for supper. In apprecia- 
tion, we tossed some utensils over- 
board, 


DAY 11. Tonight was the Jnter- 
national Showcase, nicknamed /nter- 
nal Haemorrhage programme. Three 
houts of Javanese gamelan, 
Guatemalan jungle, and anything 
else donated lo The Peace Ship 
Fund. Abie claims the show is very 
popular. But who on shore could be 
listening? | played Nubian guitar 
tunes, hoping the Sudanese would 
have their transistors tuned in. Then 
some Cretan bouzouki classics and 
a few Balkan favourites. The last 
hour | turned off the studio lights, 
put on an LP called Tibetan Ritual 
and Magic Music, and tried 
meditating between bank commer- 
cials. 

Last night during this time 
slot, a disc jockey played “Won't 
You Drop-kick Me Jesus Through 
the Goalposts of Life.” Yes, the 
Voice of Peace babbles in many 
tongues. Unfortunately, except dur- 
ing weekly specials, Abie allows just 
one Israeli song per hour.

A second farewell

GREAT ROCK singers never fade 
uway. More than a decade after 
Janis Joplin died of a drug overdose, 
a new album of hers has just been 
released. Titled Farewell Song 
(CBS), the album comprises Joplin 
sungs heretofore unreleased on 
vinyl, and it's as sad and exciting as 
anything Lhat's happened on the 
rock scene in years. 

The hoarse, insistent Joplin voice 
has incredible force. Joplin became 
u star when she joined up with a San 
Francisco band, Big Brother and 
the Holding Company, and six 
tracks on this album are from that 
era, 


IT'S MIND blowing to leur 
hard-driving rock numbers Κα 
“Misery'n” and “Farewell Song” — 
the lalter being the last song she 
recorded wilh Big Brother and es- 
pecially poignant. The loneliness 
and desperation of the homeless 
ruck slur on the road culminate in 
“One Night Stand,” with its 
bravado-filled and vulnerable 
chorus. Joplin's lyrics and her voice 
— especially the voice — grab your 


soul with a nerve frazzling, energy 
draining power, and it's totally 
worth it. 

The album is not without its grim 
humour, with “Harry” and “Amaz- 
ing Grace” providing an irreverent 
dig al jazz and religion, respective- 
ly. Other tracks are backed by the 
Full Tilt Boogie Band, the Paul But- 
terfield Blues Band and the Kozmic 
Blues Band. 


FROM A giant victim of rock toa 
giant in the making, This one {s 
4°11" tall and only 19 years old, but 
with a voice like hers, who's 
counting?

1F YOU AREN'T interested in 
domestic comedy, filmed cabaret or 
skinflicks imported from France, the 
pickings are slim in Rome these 
days, But at least Italians are going 
to the movies again, say members of 
the cinema industry with a sigh of 
relief. 

Italy was long considered one of 
the world's largest movie markets. 
As early as 1210 locat newspapers 
featured film reviews. The nation of 
62 million has produced not only 
some of the world's great directors 
umd actors — umong them Roberto 
Rossellini, Vittorio De Sica, 
Federico Fellini, Luchino Visconti, 
Michelangelo Antonioni, Marcello 
Mastroianni, Sophia Loren, Anna 
Magnani, Claudia Cardivale, and 
Villorio Gassman — but also some 
of the most devoted movie funs. In 
the eurly 1970s, ticker safes 
iged an incredible S19 milion 


stitutional the monopely exercised 
by RAI, the state-owned television 
and radio authority, thus making 
italy the first European country to 
denationalize its airwaves. Over- 
night hundreds of private stutions 
began beaming movies around-the- 
clock into homes up and down the 
peninsula. Italians, who unti] then 
hag been limited to the offerings of 
the two state-wide, state-controlled, 
stations, both of which went off the 
air nightly at ΠῚ, were mesmerized. . 
In the big cities like Rome, where 
TV owners choose from between 
300 movies a week, many people 
stopped going out at night. Ticket 
sales plummeted to 318 million in 
1918. To compete with the private 
stations, RAI underwent drastic 
changes, increasing both the quality 
and the quantity of ils programmes,

a third channel, colour transmissions 
and so many American situation 
comedies that journalists identified 
the “prime suspects" in the murder 
of the film industry as “Charley's 
three angels and newspaper edilor 
Lou Grant.” By 1980 ticket sales 
had reached an all-time low of 240 
million. 

In earthquake-ridden, recession- 
bound Italy, where tickets to first 
run movies sell for as much as $4, 
people are lured out of their homes 
only by major American films such 
as Star Wars, Close Encounters, 
Grease, The Empire Strikes Back, 
The Shining, Apocalypse Now and 
Kramer Versus Kramer. They can 
also be coaxed to see high-budget 
domestic comedies, produced for 
local taste, seasoned with just the 
right amount of sex, and starring 
familiar faces such as Alberto Sordi, 
Nino Manfredi, Adriano Celentano, 
Monica Vitti and Ugo Tognazzi. 
But none of Italy’s best known 
directors — Fellini, Antonioni, Ber- 
nardo Bertolucci, Francesco Rosi, 
Lina Wertmuller — have scored 
successes recently at the box office, 


“YOU MUST remember that Rome 
has changed," cautioned Luigi, an 
Italian-American who has lived in 
the city for the past 20 years and 
works in films. “It has become fran- 
tic.

“Also, the Romans have 
changed. 1 see joggers in the morn- 
ing. There are gyms and health 
clubs, Weight Watchers has become 
popular among people who never 
wanted their women thin. Whereas 
a meal once began with pasta, now 
it's with a salad or proscuitto with 
mozzarella. There are discos. Chess 
is in, Lunch is often dispensed with 
in 20 minutes — we used (o spend 
hours over it,” 
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Luigi, who was born in New 
York, remembers with nostalgia the 
old days 10 years ago when 
producers, directors, actors and 
visitors from the American film in- 
dustry would meet at sidewalk cafés 
along the Via Veneto to wheel and 
deal over coffee or an aperitif. In 
those days, when Charles Bronson 
didn’t have the price of a cup of cof- 
fee in his pockets, Italian film direc- 
tors were making movies that dealt 
with the reality of national life. 
Now, none from the industry regularly 
frequents Rosati or Doney's, and it 
has been a long time since either the 
novelists or the directors talked 
about what really interests Italians: 
the breakup of the family, ter- 
rorism, unemployment, the lack of 
political values, and so on. 


WITH THE decline in ticket sales 
came a corresponding decline in 
film production in “Hollywood on 
the Tiber." There were numerous 
other contributing factors — a lack 
of risk capital, high production 
costs, the legislature's failure to re- 
quire that private TV stations 
purchase for brondcnst Italian as wel 
as foreign films. On top of that, 
most of the country’s top producers 
fled from Rome, either because 
their political connections no longer 
brought benefits, or because they 
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feared having their families kidnap- 
ped, or because the tax men were 
after them. Those who didn't leave 
played it safe by sticking to Stalian- 
style comedies or producing porno 
films for domestic consumption. 

Production fell from 200-230 
features annually to 90 in 1980, the 
year agent Franca Di Meglio con- 
siders Italy's turning point. “Italians 
became interested in a new kind of 
comedy,” explained the energetic 
Roman, “movies starring young and 
rather unknown comics who came 
to cinema from the cabarets via 
theatre and television. There's no 
sex in them at all. The actors just 
talk humorously about the real 
problems of living, loving, working 
or not working. The first such movie 
was shown in Venice two festivals 
ago. It was called Ratataplan and 
was made on a very low budget. 
Then came Massimo Troisi's Star- 
ing from Three, which is still playing. 
Ittells the story of a Neapolitan who 
goes off, not to America bul to 
Florence, and was made for less 
than $400,000. It has already earned 
$10 million.” 


GIOVANNI BERTOLUCCI, who 
produced Visconti’s last movies and 
all those directed by his cousin Ber- 
nardo except 7900, is one of 
those riding the comedy wave which 
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The Weizmann Institute of Science 


has already raised ticket sales by 
8 per cent. 

“You ‘can imagine that any 
producer who doesn’t make the old- 
style or new-style comedies these 
days is crazy,” says the elegantly- 
attired owner of San Francisco 
Films and (with cousin Bernardo) 
Fiction Films. “You can make an 
unbelievable amount of money in 
comedy. That's what audiences, 
who have finally begun to tire of 
private TV, want to see. And it 
makes sense. Apart from Rossellini, 
De Sica, Fellini, Antonioni and Ber- 
lolucci, who represent a particular 
moment in our history, comedy is 
the real tradition of [talian cinema.” 

From a pile of documents on his 
cluttered desk, Bertolucci extracts 8 
copy of the Italian film industry's 
trade paper which shows that six of 
the top 10 movies in Rome the 
previous week were indeed locally- 
produced comedies. Number one, 
Inammorata Pazzo, which stars 
Celentano and the beautiful Ornella 
Muti, has already carned $20 mil- 
lion, Number four, Eccezzzinnale... 
Feramente, was writlen, directed, 
und acted by a 24-year-old cabaret 
comic, Diego Abantantuono, who 
producers believe will become an 
even stronger box office attraction 
than Manfredi, Sordi, and Celen- 
tano. Abantantuono pokes fun ut 
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those who migrate north in search 
of work and speak Milanese slang 
with a southern accent. 

“He has created his own personal 
language and every kid in the 
country is trying to imitute [t,” said 
Bertolucci. “Here, as everywhere, 
the audience has changed. It is 
young. It is influenced by television. 
The large number of stations is gaod 
for us, Cabaret comics make their 
way up via TV. By the time we make 
a movie with them there is a built-in 
audience, 90 per cent of it between 
14 and 20 years old. To them, Fellini 
means nothing, — an old man who 
made well-known films, Mastroian- 
ni? Another old man, How can 
teenagers relate to his love stories? 
My 14-year-old daughter has never 
been to a Fellini film, but she saw 
The Blues Brothers four times.” 

Lf ftaly is no longer producing 
films non-Italians want to sce, Ber- 
tolueci is unconcerned. “Fellini's 
films cost a fortune to make and 
audiences don't like them anymore. 
Antonioni films are also difficult. 
Bernardo's last film, Tragedy of a 
Ridiculous Man, was a big flop in lta- 
ly and abroad. So was the last 
Taviani Brothers-film. When 1 can 
make $10 million off 51 million in- 
vestment in domestic comedy, whut 
do 1 care about the international 
market?" is]

1938, the Synagogue was blown up 
and partially destroyed by the 
Nazis, the large organ left suspend- 
ed from the balcony. 

Sam recalls how he and his father 
went into the organ loft surrep- 
tiliously (o recover the festival 
music scores, when two Nazi patrols 
entered the ruins hunting for Jews. 
Through what he thinks must have 
been the vibration of their hob- 
nailed boots something shifted, and 
the organ came crashing down — 
which suved him and his father from 
certain death. 

As Hugo Adler had been born in 
Antwerp, the family was able to ap- 
ply for an American visa on the 
Belgian quota in 1939, where his 
father took up u position at Temple 
Emmunuel in Worcester, Mass. 

Sam, who played the violin, took 
up composition with Piston, 
Thompson, Hindemith and 
Copland, and conducting with 
Koussevitzky (in his last class in 
1950) al Tanglewood, He also went 
lo Harvard, and when he was draft- 
ed for military service the day after 
completing his exams in 1950, he 
was posted (o a division leaving for 
Europe. 

Arrived in Germany, he found 
himself stationed in Munnheim, 


about a mile from his former home. - 


In addition to his other duties, he 
started a choir wilh German 
civilians, founded the 7th Army 
Symphony Orchestra (which lasted 
for seven yeurs), conducted Han- 
del’s Messiah and Creation and per- 
formed them all over Europe.) This 
won him the Army Medal of 
Honour in 1954, which was pre- 
sented to him by his former 
commander-in-chief, President 
Ejsenhower. 

Between 1953 und 1966 he was 
music director and conductor of the 
100-voice choir of the Lyric Theatre 
in Dallas, and a teacher of composi- 
tion at North Texas State Univer- 
sity. In 1966 he moved to the 
Easiman College in Rochester, 
where he is now head of the com- 
position division. He has a long list 
of compositions to his credit — 
operus, five symphonies, concertos, 
chamber music, and, of course, 
much chorul music.. He has just:

However, 
rehashing and recycling entrenched 
or established modes of expression 
can also jead to the creation of fruit- 
ful — and lasting — works of art. 

Ruben Kohn is an artist who 
belongs to that group that can 
observe the past, absorb the impor- 
tance of certain schools, attach 
itself to several individual artists, 
distill details of passing trends and 
come up with a whole batch of very 
satisfying works of art. 

In Kohn’s case, his abstract 
paintings and coloured drawings are 
essentially oriented towards the 
Hans Hofmann philosophy of “push 
and pull,” a compositional system 
whereby colour and shape interact 
to establish surface tensions without 
becoming illusionist symbols. More 
tigid — and less expressionistic —~ 
Kohn begins his pictures with pen- 
ciled geometric grids, upon whose 
skeletal, fence-like structure he 
adds flat shapes, flashing pennants 
of acidic oil-pastel hues and a

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THERE [5 a considernble literature 
about the Palestinian refugee 
problem in general, and the Palesti- 
nian refugees in Jordan in par- 
ticular. The first serious, non- 
apologetic study of the subject by 
an Israeli scholar was Rony Gab- 
bay's doctoral thesis presented in 
Geneva in 1959. Gabbay, who 
covered the same period covered by 
Plascov's study, traced the origins 
of the problem, reviewed the carly 
altempts to find a political solution 
to it, and analysed the attitudes of 
the various parties concerned to the 
questions of repntriation, compen- 
sation and resettlement. 

More than 20 years later Avi 
Phascov is less concerned with how 
the problem developed, or with the 
formal positions taken by the pur- 
ties concerned, than with what ac- 
tually happened to the largest con- 
centration of Palestinian refugees. 
These are the Palestinians who fled 
east to Transjordan and to the ter- 
ritories in the West Bank occupied 
by the Arab Legion and unnexed by 
King Abdullih in 1950, Pluscov has 
examined the orgunizational 
frumeworks which evolved, the 
changes which took ptnce in the at- 
titudes und behaviour of the 
Palestinian refugees, and their 
gradual integration, however 
imperfect it may have been, into the 
Kingdom of Jordan, 

As the author points oul, the 
Process has not been simple or 
Straightforward, since the senti- 
ments and interests involved, boih 
Jordanian und Palestinian, are ex- 
tremely complex, and frequently 
cause mutual suspicion and resent- 
ment. Nevertheless, the Palestinian 
egg is by now too much part of the 
Jordanian omelette to be separated 
from it, What sort of omelette it will 
be is not clear, 

In his anulysis of PLO-Jordanian 
relations, Yehoshafat Harkabi sug- 
gested that the solution to the 
problem of Jordanian-Palestinian 
relations could cither take the form 
of the complete Jordanization of the 
Palestinians (which he considers un- 
likely) or the transformation of 
Jordan into a Palestinian state (and 
this, for demographic and other 
reasons, is unfeasible). Theoretical-

THE JEWISH Arbitration Court, as 
it was first known, was established 
by two attorneys, Louis Richmand 
and Rabbi Samuel Buchler, to serve 


the predominantly Yiddish-* 


speaking Jewish community of the 
lower East Side. It was very difficult 
to maintain the court during the 
first decade of its life. However, in 
1930. Dr. Goldstein: became the 


president of the tribunal, and’ 


through his efforts it became a 
much more viable and stable institu- 
tion. It also became known as the 
Conciliation Board, and, in the 
words of Dr. Goldstein, “the 
emphasis .., was shifled from the ad- 
justment of differences .,. to con- 
ciliation .., to restore peaceful 
relations,” ᾿ ᾿ 

The Board's cases were heard by 
voluntary panels which included a 
rabbi, a lawyer or judge from a civil 
-court, and an individual with 
‘business expertise, Whoever 
brought his case to ihe Board could 
speak -in whatever language. he 
wanted, and the main thruat of the 
court was to try to solve the igsue in 
- dispute. The volunleer judges fre- 


unrest; nor economically, since it 
would have stopped ail the large 
UNRWA schemes outside the 
camps which resulted in the crea- 
tion of the “Blue State" with the 
financial burden carried by the UN;

11 
seems that the Jordanian regime, 
quite apart from its desire to repre- 
sem the Palestinians regardless of 
their status, was well aware that any 
policy discriminating against 
refugees would only make the 
Government's task much more dif- 
ficult.

Whether, in the 
long run, the policy of the Jordanian 
Government will prove to have 
been wise, from the point of view of 
the Hushemite regime, remains to 
be seen. It may still transpire that 
the Hashemite Kingdom has swal- 
lowed a larger chunk of the Palesti- 
nian problem that it can digest, but 
that it is too Jate Lo throw it up. All 
Plascov is willing to say is that “the 
young generation born mostly out- 
side Palestine was to develop its 
Palestinian orientation in a com- 
pletely different and far more mili- 
(ant way than that of its parents.” 

One result of the Six-Day War 
was that a large number of Jorda- 
nian documents concerning the 
Palestinian refugees and the West 
Bank fell into Istneli hands, and was 
made available to researchers. 
Plascov'’s book is one of several 
published by Israeli scholars in re- 
cent years which drew heavily on 
this invaluable source of informa- 
tion. But the Jordanian documents, 
which ure (o be found in the Israel 
State Archive, are only one of a 
long list of primary and secondary 
sources used by the author. The 
Tesult is a very serious academic 
work which will certainly be in- 
valuable to students of Jordanian 
and Palestinian history, and to those 
involved in working out a practical 
and lasting solution to the Palesti- 
nian problem. a 


quently helped ensure that deci-

THERE WAS a time when the 
worst that could be said of a Jew 
was that he wasa Talmud Jude , and 
all the ills — real or imaginary — 
that beset the Jews, collectively and 
individually, were blamed on the 
Talmud. Emancipation, modern 
culture, progress were all made con- 
ditional on discarding that embodi- 
ment of our millenary tradition. In 
the middle ages the Church suffered 
from an obsessive hatred of the 
Talmud, which it tried to suppress 
by censorship and burnings. Instinc- 
tively it saw in it the backbone of its 
rival: Judaism. 

Times have changed. Even Chris- 
tian scholars today try to come to 
gtips with this monumental, 
labyrinthine cyclopedia in which 
they wish to discover the origins of 
their faith. More important still, the 
Talmud is no longer the exclusive 
province of the yeshiva world and 
the very Orthodox. It is being 
studied by Jews of all kinds, by old 
and young, for which some of the 
credit goes to modernized editions 
(such as that of Adin Steinsalz) and 
— mainly. English — translations 
(Soncino, E!l-Am). Alongside the 
latter honourable mention is due to 
Rabbi Elizur-Epstein, whose 
volume under review is the third of 
8 series. 

While the previous volumes dealt 
with chapters in tractates Bava Met- 
zia and Shabbat, the present one 
contains the fifth chapter of Gitin 
and the third and sixth of Bav 
Kammaun. Apart from a vocalized 
and punctuated text, subdivided into 
paragraphs, with a translation — or 
rather paraphrase — and occasional 
explanatory notes, the major advan- 
tage for the modern student is the 
Subdivision of the subject matter 
into sugyoth (lessons), and their 
final summing up in Maimonides* 
Code, quoted in full and translated. 

Even so, matters only remotely 
connected with the main themes 
continue to intrude, It is this which 
makes Talmud study so varied and 
exciting. The Gittin chapter, in par- 
ticular, is the repository of rabbinic 
traditions on the Jewish War 
the Bar Kokhba revolt, but here and 
in the other chapters is also found 
an abundance of information on the 
soclat and economic conditions in 
talmudic times, on rabbinic social 


. ethics etc, Occasionally these 


background conditions are insuf- 
ficiently explained in this edition 
8.8. the Sikarikon laws (compere 
their treatment in the Encyclopaedia 
Judaica), Better proof-reading 
would have obviated many printing 
mistakes — the Introduction 
predated by just 2,000 years! 

This volume, like jis predeces- 
sors, will be of great value for 
Jewish schools and study circles in 
English-speaking countries, and 8

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“THERE ARE no great good 
causes anymore,” raged Jimmy 
Porter in Look Back in Anger and 
Osborne's autobiography, or rather 
snippet of one. gives us some clues 
to that anguished cry.

A peevish dislike, not only of 
one's family but of the whole world, 
wos the hallmark of the whole 
Osborne clan. They specialized in 
sayings like “He doesn't owe you 
anything,” “What's she done for 
you?" and “Can't expect too much, 
only get disappointed” — these 
were the entries that cooked the 
emotional and filial books. They 
were chill words flaunting their 
loveless inexorable impotence, 

His parents, as one might have 
expected, were an illematched pair. 
His father, a Welshman, a doomed 
character, plagued by tuberculosis 
which eventually killed him, was 
some sort of advertising copywriter. 
He also wrote short stories and sang 
Victorian ballads in a fight baritone. 
The dominating figure, however, 
in the Osborne menage was Nellie 
Beatrice, Osborne's mother, Queen

biting, emotionally constipated 
woman who thought nothing of pull- 
ing Osborne out of bed to pour 
some grievance in his ear, or keep- 
ing him home from school to keep 
her company — not that she en- 
joyed it all that much.

Benn owned a magazine empire 
which brought out such publica- 
tions as The Gas World, The Nursery 
World and The Electrician. The great 
(and only) advantage of such work 
was that it gave Osborne Jots of 
free time to try his hand at writing, 
and the opportunity to meet a 
kindred soul, his editor, one Arnold, 
8 racy Canadian who opened up 
vistas of the creative life, rich in sex- 
usal pleasure and a far cry from 
Cheam. “It became clear to me that 
there would be pricks like Eric and 
Silcox in the world and men like Ar- 
nold. From then on it was my 
beholden duty at all times to kick 
against the pricks." 

From tatty journalism, Osborne's 
next lurch away from Nellie 
Beatrice was to the world of tatty 
theatre, although this hardly 
seemed a Xanadu of pleasure. 


Osborne recalle that old joke about 
theatrical Jodgings: “If you leaned 
against the wall, you might get 
warm from the fire inthe house next 
door." The reader may well wonder 
at Osborne's enthrallment with such 
a reach-me-down and often 
ludicrous environment but 1 sup- 
pose anything was better than Life 
With Mother. The productions 
which he stage-managed and 
sometimes appeared in hardly 
belong to a theatrical Roll of 
Honour; they lean heavily on tried 
and true chestnuts like Flare Path, 
Night Must Fall, Rookery Naok, and 
a long string of Home Counties 
comedies, murder mysteries and 
plays about “middle class girls com~ 
promised in their cami-knickers.” 
The sexually frustrated, acne- 
ridden Osborne at Inst attained 
Manhood under the aegis (if that is 
the right word) of an older actress 
who generously threw ip free in- 
struction on How To Write the 
Well-Made Play, ἃ ia Rattigan and 
Pinero, This, Osborne steadily 
resisted. Whatever he had to say, he 
knew that, for him, this was not the 
way to say it, One of Osborne's 
heroes is, of all people, Max Miller, 
the Cheeky Chappie, with his 
flashy, filthy yet essentiolly healthy 
humour (I've yet to meet anyone 
who didn’t laugh at his jokes), Like 
Osborne, he cocked a snook at the 
whole middie-class world of 
Routine and Safety First. “l just 
have to have my routine. {1 don't 
have my routine, 1 don’t know 
where | am.” Amongst the raggle- 
taggle of theatre folk he en- 
countered was none other than 
Lynn Reid Banks, author of The L- 
Shaped Room, one-time kibbutznik, 
and now, according to Osborne in 
one of his cattier asides, an earnest 
campaigner for cleaning up dogshit 
in’ parks (quite a good cause, | 
would have thought). She is just the 
kind of woman to raise the Osborne 
hackles, clever, opinionated and far 
from free with her sexual favours,

haired green-eyed beauty, ἃ young 
uctress who closely resembled 
Myrna Loy. Her name wos Pumela 
Lane, Osborne is strangely inhibited 
in conveying to us what Pamela wus 
like. So impenetrable and inar- 
ticulate does she come over that it is 
clear she is the jnspiration for the 
character of Alison in Look Back. 
For all that, one would like to hear 
Pamela's side of the story, Eventual- 
ly she beft him, for, of all people, the 
local dentist. Another triumph for 
Routine and Safety First und 
another knock for Osborne's always 
wobbly self-esteem.” 

The other important event is that 
in 1955 he was paid £25 for the op- 
tion on Look Back in Anger by 
George Devine of the English Stage 
Company. Through all the 
emotional upheavals with girls, mis- 
tresses and errant wile, Osborne 
had kept on writing, und here at last 
was his reward, 

There, the book stops. We are 
denied the glory and the triumphs 
— the affair with Penelope Gilliaut, 
ihe marriage to and divorce from 
the actress Jil] Bennett, Perhaps 
there will be another instalment. 
One certainly hopes so, Osborne is 
only 53, [1 will be interesting to sec 
If success spoils John Osborne. It 
shows every sign of doing so. 

A word ubout the plays, Osborne 
quotes lengthily from his work, and 
the stage dialogue reproduces 
faithfully the flat lite-denying whine 
which was background music chez 
Osborne. Can such an unrelicved, 
prosaic adherence to the everyday 
really produce good and lasting 
plays? Somehow | doubt it, and 
wonder whether his astonishing suc- 
cess was just a passing flash in the 
pan, the product of a certain era 
and a reaction to the “Tennis 
anyone?” school of drama.

Dickson tells the story of 
Fiedler's life, work and success in 
the form of anecdotes, newspaper 
quotations and personal 
reminiscences. The picture of him 
that emerges ἰ rather sketchy. Ap- 
parently, Fiedler kept himself very 
much to himself. Despite his pop- 
ularity, and happy family life — he 
had three children — he must have 
been quite a lonely man, finding 
satisfaction only in his work. 


UND two items needing cor- 
et. For Arthur Fiedler's fiftieth 
birthday, and the Pops’ ninety- 
fourth season, Symphony Hall 
printed an extensive programme. It 
includes this observation: ‘In 1885, 
operetlas were all the rage and 
lilting concerts in genteel garden 
and courtyard setlings were in high 
vogue.

This conductor, who 
lived from 1888 until 1965, actually 
died a youngster of 77] 


Arthur Fiedler died in his eighty- 
fifth year, and had the satisfaction 
of conducting his golden jubilee 
concert. The story of the Esplanade 
Concerts — the open air concerts 
for all — which he himself founded, 
and shaped into a hallowed institu- 
tion — make fascinating reading. 
He elicited donations, put together 
attractive programmes, convinced 
the sceptics that popular music can 
be a gaod thing, and that people wil] 
listen to classical music in any con- 
ditions, for years conducted six con- 
certs a week during the Pops Season 
(and this after travelling the length 
and breadth of the United States as 
guest conductor). 


His successor, John Williams, 
writes in his epilogue that “this 
amount of conducting, on a purely 
physical level, would be equivalent, 
say, to pitching five or six major 
lengue baseball games each week... 
daunting workload even for a 
person several decades younger 
than Fiedler. 

Dickson mentions an [sraeli ar- 
list, Hana Vered, who appeared in 
one of these concerts. And the 
manager of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, Gideon Toeplitz, of 
course, Is the son of Dr. Erich 
Toeplitz, principal flute of the Isract 
Philharmonic Orchestra for over 35 
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years, and {ately musical director of 
the Haifa Symphony. 

But Dickson does not note that 
Arthur Fiedler was the Honorary 
President of the Netanya Orchestra, 
which was intended to be a light 
promenade concerts orchestra, at 
the time of its founding by Samuel 
Lewis (the ex-viola player of the 
London Symphony, not the 
American Ambassador). 


THE OPEN air concerts began with 


audiences of a few thousand; they” 


became much larger. It is estimated 
that the bicentenary concert on July 
4, 1976 was attended by some 
400,000 people, who began to reserve 
places for themselves on the grass in 
front of the orchestra shell the night 
before. fhe concert was concluded 
by the /8/2 Overture of 
Tchaikovsky, with its cannon, bells, 
and fireworks (where do you think 
Zubin Mehta got the idea. from?) 
“At a litte peninsula on the 
banks of the Charles River, soldiers 
of the 5th Battalion of the 187th Ar- 
tillery of the Army Reserve, equip- 
ped with eight 105mm howitzers, 
were ready to fire intermittently at 
the precise moments indicated in 
the score by Tchaikovsky. The 
* Church of the Advent stood ready 
with bell ringers to sound: their 
amplified bells at the appropriate 
(ime, as also indicated by the com- 
poser; and to add to the excitement 
(although not prescribed by 
Tchaikovsky) a barge out on the 
river was ready to send tp fireworks 
at the conclusion of the overture. 
All of these forces were coordinated 
by electronic communication from 


the roof of the building nearby, and 
it was one of those Ceci! B. DeMille 
productions that had to be done on 
the first take, with no margin for er- 
ror.’* — Exciting it must have been! 


THERE WERE seasons when 
Fiedler presented more Mozart 
piano concertos in the Pops than 
the Boston Symphony in its regular 
programmes. However, all the pop 
stars appeared in the Fiedler con- 
certs, 

He made Leroy Anderson, 
famous for his arrangements, and 
Danish composer acquired world- 
fame and became rich after the tn- 
clusion of “Jalousie,” a tango, in 
Fiedler’s programmes. He con- 
ducted ΑἹ Hirt's group, and invited 
Danny Kaye as guest conductor. 
Jan Peerce and many other 
Metropolitan Opera stars did not 
think it beneath their dignity to ap- 
pear at the Pops. He was a male 
chauvinist, and wouldn't have 
woman musicians in his orchestra 
but he yould include famous 
women solgists in his programme, 
-Ella Fitzgerald, for instance, or 
Ethel Merman. He worked tireless- 
ly. preparing progranimes, studying 
scores, getting money for his pro- 
Jects, but appears rather tight-[isted. 

All these disjointed stories when 
assembled provide an interesting, 
mosaic-like impression of Fiedler’s 
personality though in the gnd one 
doesn't rently get to know him. This 
isn't Dickson’s fault, it's due rather 


to Fiedler’s elusive persanality. All.
